TOHY DO WE 
CREATE SLUMS? 

by E. Robert Scrofani 

Many 

high officials throughout the nation 
feel that assessing taxes on the 
basis of land value, and removing 
the improvement and personal 
property (includes inventory tax) 
would reverse the present trend 
of creeping blight experienced by 
most major cities, and encourage 
business growth. 

The CRP study can give us the 
facts necessary to evaluate this 
ascertation. 

"Economic News" under the 
title WHY CREATE SLUMS, uses 
a clever mechanism to drive home 
this tax theory. 

A fictional "devil" - intent on 
spreading blight and slums - Is 
advising a mythical city manager 
how to do thisl They are touring 
,a residential district, and the 
devil asks: 

"Notice that an occasional 
building needs repainting?" 

City Manager, "Yes, but what 
about it?" 

Devil: "Simply this. You ar- 
range with the tax assessors to 
raise the assessment and there- 
fore the taxes on any building in 
the city that is repainted or re- 
modeled, or improved in any way. 

"Moreover, caution them to 
assess at full value, or more 
nearly full value, any new building 
that is constructed. You know that 
the power to tax includes both 
revenue and economic results - 
in this instance to inhibit needed 
improvements. If this procedure 
is followed and your tax rate is 
high enough you will notice that 

(1) Throughout older sections, 



buildings will at first not be paint- 
ed and maintained, then some will 
become dilapidated and virtually 
none will be improved. 

(2) Into this area will move 
"low income groups, not because 
they have become depraved" but 
"because our clever tax law 
method will prevent or at least 
limit the remodeling or new con- 
struction of housing that these 
families can afford." 

City Manager:. , "Is <hal aU 7 
there is to your .tnasterpiecejqf ( 
evil calculation?" 

Devil: "By no means. In ad-., 
dition to taxing all improvements 
heavily, you must reduce taxes on 
land values, especially on land 
values in the slum areas. As the 
original buildings deteriorate into 
a slum, encourage landlords to 
apply for reductions in their taxes. 

Disregard actual selling prices 
of land and assume that the as- 
sessed value of the land should 
decrease as the buildings . on it 
deteriorate. Thus you will en- 
courage slumlords to hold their 
property for speculation on the 
future growth of the city. 

"You will combine the maximum 
of discouragement to improve with 
the minimum of discouragement 
to speculate . . . The tax remain- 
ing will be so small that the owner 

will not be forced to sell to some- 
one who will build. 

The devil, still intent on creat- 
ing blight, confesses he has been 
defeated in some cities. These 
cities are where all improvements 
are exempt from taxation, and 
only the land values are taxed for 
all community expenditures. 

"The results? 

"Those cities have practically 
no slums. 

''Even low income groups have 
adequate housing.

The meeting in the bank's new 
community room will involve a 
discussion of property taxation 
laws and their administration and 
their relationship to the problems 
of (1) Planning (2) Urban Renewal 
and (3) Tax Relief for Homeown- 
ers and Businessmen. 

The meeting will be sponsored 
by Statewide Homeowners In co- 
operation with many San Fran- 
cisco civic groups. Chairman of 
the meeting will be E. Robert 
Scrofani who has chaired each of 
the other neighborhood conferen- 
ces.

THE SAGA OF 
NANNY GOAT HELL 



There were trout In Precira 
Creek; Fed by the 'watershed of 
Redwood, Oak, Madrone and Bay. 
trees on the San Miguel Hills, 
forded by El Camino Real near 
the site of what Is now Saint 
Luke's Hospital, it skirted the 
hill, and formed an estuary, be- 
fore it emptied into Islais Creek, 
among the salt marshes called 
"Las Salinas". The creek mark- 
ed the border between Senor Ber- 
nal's land grant and "El Potrero 
Vlejo", the first grazing grounds 
of the cattle belonging to Mission 
Dolores. 

The early home owners called it 
Nanny Goat Hill. On the West 
slope, the dog catcher kept his 
pound as a private means of in- 
come. Rewards were scant, and 
the dog catcher thought of new 
methods. All over town, out of 
fenced yards and from well-tied 
clothes lines, Hectors and Flfls 
began to disappear. Men cursed 
and women and children wept, 
until the loss of the family pet 
was followed by a ransom note 
from Nanny Goat Hill. 

At one time, not too many years 
after the Gold Rush, an elderly 
miner paid back a man, who had 
cheated him out of a claim, by 
selling him a piece of the hill. 
He had acquired the useless piece 
of land for that purpose and salted 
it with a few shiny nuggets In 
obvious places. The new owner 
bought burros and mining gear. 
For weeks, he raked the red rock, 
to the delight of the neighbours, 
who were In cahoots with the old 
miner. Until the City started 
quarrying red rock near the sum- 
mit, near the present site of the ' 
Telephone Company Monstrosity; 
the traces of old mining activity 
were clearly visible in the soil. 



The painter Samuel Mars den 
Brooks, student andfriend of Queen* 
Victoria's beloved Landseer, built 
a rambling home on a cliff, at 
what' is now the intersection of 
Prospect Ave. and the Fair Stairs. 
The picturesque shanties and 
glorious views of the hill attrac- 
ted artists then, as it does now. 
Brooks was then at the summit 
of his fame, director of what was 
to become the S.F. Art Institute 
and co-founder of the Bohemian 
Club. His generous hospitality and 
his beautiful daughters attracted 
many visitors to Nanny Goat Hill. 

At one party, Miss Emily, the 
youngest daughter, was asked to 
impersonate Puck in a charade. 



In a flash, she kicked off her 
shoes and climbed onto the bay 
tree, from there to the porch and 
to the top of the roof. As she 
danced in the full moon light, her 
feet slipped on the fog - soaked 
shingles, and she fell to her death. 

When the moon Is. full, the 
transparent shadow of a young 
woman In a gauzy Victorian ball 
gown is said to dance on that old 
roof. You don't believe it? Well, 
the moon will be full again on 
the night of November nineteenth. 
You can't miss the landscaped 
garden, the old, rambling house, 
the steep, fog-shrouded gable . .
